More than $81,000 in grants and gifts 
for school programs-has been received by 
the Granite City School District this year, 


according to Goni Michaeloff, the 


district’s grant.writer and coordinator. 


The largest grant is a $31,500 


compéetitive grant for early childhood 
education awarded by the Illinois State 


Board of Education. 
The project, 
a parent participation program for 


parents in Special Education Region I, 


“Partnership for Kids,”’ is 


which includes the Granite City, Madison 
and Venice school districts. 

Parents of preschool children up to 5 
years old participate in activities 
designed to increase the parents’ 
knowledge of childhood development and 
inerease the parents’ confidence in their 
childrearing abilities.

Trailer property tax 
apparently unlawful 


A threat by Madison County 
officials to impose a property 
tax” on mobile home~ trailers 
would violate state law, a 
spokesman for the Illinois Attor- 
ney General’s Office said. 

Several County Board mem- 
bers suggested the tax after fed- 
eral 
county zoning rules appear to 
discriminate against one type of 
mobile home. 

County zoning: rules allow 
modular homes—in residential 
areas. Modular homes are man- 
ufactured at a plant, shipped to 
the site by truck’ and then 
assembled over a permanent 
foundation. 

However, traditional mobile 
home trailers, which are not 
usually set on’ permanent foun- 
dations, are not permitted in res- 
idential areas without specia]-use 
permits from the county. 

County officials were informed 
last week that distinguishing 
between the two types of mobile 
homes is illegal. The notice 
came in a letter from an attor- 
ney at the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. 

In response, members of ‘the 
County Board's Land Use Com- 
mittee said they would consider 
imposing a property tax on trail- 
ers moved into subdivisions and 
other residential areas. 

Under state law, trailer own- 
ers pay a small annual tax of 
between 7.5 cents and 15 cents 
per square foot, ‘depending on 
the age of the trailer. 

Owners of modular homes, 
however, pay property taxes like 
any other homeowner, because 
modular homes are considered 
permanent structures under 
state law. 

Last week, committee member 
Bob Stille-said trailer owners 
should be forced to-pay-property 
taxes, as modular home owners 
do, if they want to live in resi-

Meanwhile, the local mobile 
home salesman who first tipped 
federal authorities off to the con- 
flict between county regulations 
and federal statutes said he i 
getting frustrated with county 
officials’ refusal to’ meet with 
him.

Littering bill-dies in-Senate 

A bill that would have treated litterbugs more like criminals died 
in the Illinois Senate because of partisan politics, according to its 
sponsor. 

Sen. Rickey Hendon, D-Chicago, said his plan to impose $5,000 
fines and seize the vehicles of those who litter from their cars will be 
added to legislation in the House. 

“All of my bills have been murdered for the moment,’ Hendon 
said. “I’ve had a number of senators come-up to me and say, ‘It’s a 
great idea but you’re not a Republican.’ ” 

Under the bill, drivers who litter would receive a three-year 
license suspension, and companies that violate the law twice in 10 
years would face either dissolution or a $100,000 fine.

Why we can’t endorse Selph 


Ron Selph’s candidacy for mayor has raised some ques- 
tions in our mind about the circumstances surrounding his 
retirement from the Granite City Police Department in 
September 1991. But, putting those questions aside for a 
moment, we still cannot in ail honesty say, after extensive 
interviews with all the candidates and listening to their 
positions on the issues, that we think Selph is the best 
candidate for mayor. 

Without question, Selph's history of community service 
matches or exceeds that of any of the other nine candidates 
His more than 20 letters of commendation during his more 
than 20 years of service to the city as a police officer — many 
of them out on'the streets risking his life protecting the public 
— are enough to justify that statement. In addition, Selph’s 
hundreds of hours of voluntary service to the community — 
with agencies like Coordinated Youth Services and the 
United Way speak volumes about his commitment. 

But there is another side of Selph many people apparently 
do not know. In 1991, for example, Selph was called at his 
home — in the afternoon on a weekday — by a reporter 
seeking routine information from him in-his capacity as the 
police department’s press officer. Selph told the reporter 
profanely, ‘Ill break your little (expletive) rieck’’ if the 
reporter ever again called him at home. 

We also have questions about Selph’s ability to negotiate 
contracts and administer the city’s finances in the best 
interest of the taxpayers. During the endorsement interview 
process, Selph was less than candid when asked who was 
supporting his campaign — even though we knew as well as 
he does who is supporting him. 

The fact is, one of his biggest supporters is an attorney who 
represents many city employees in their worker compensa- 
tion and other cases against the city. Don’t misinterpret the 
point here; we are in favor of city employees getting a fair 
shake from the administration. But we also favor the 
taxpayers getting a fair shake and, by today’s standards, city 
emplo certainly-do not have the worst of working 
conditions, compensation or (especially) benefits. 

Selph points proudly to his 20-year membership in the 
police officers’ union, while also stressing his administrative 
experience while assistant police chief. But Selph remaineda 
member of the bargaining unit while serving in his adminis- 
trative post, and even attempted to collect rank differential 
pay on days when the chief was away. Is this the kind of 
policy we could expect from a Selph administration? We 
wonder if putting Ron Selph in charge of the city finances, 
especially when negotiating with employees, would be a little 
like_putting_the_fox_in_charge of the hen house. — 

On the issues, Selph has said he would maintain or improve 
vital services. But we have not heard any specific plan as to 
hw he would fund them — perhaps the biggest issue in this 
election. 

Now the questions about Selph’s retirement. Few people 
can answer them. Those who know the whole story are not 
telling it all, or are giving conflicting accounts. 

We know that a secret retirement agreement was executed 
by Selph, the mayor and the police chief either during or just 
after an investigation into an alleged leak of confidential 
information in the police department. The investigation was 
being conducted by the Illinois State Police and a grand jury. 

Why a retirement agreement? Why secret? : 

And again, is this the type of policy we could expect froma 
Selph administration? 

The agreement — the Press-Record obtained a copy from 
the city through the state Freedom of Information Act — 
contains a provision that grants the city the right to “rein- 
state all investigations’’ and to pursue “‘any related prosecu- 
tions” in the event Selph tries to rescind or revise his 
retirement. 

If Selph was completely cleared, why was the language 
included? Why did Selph agree to it? And if he is-elected — 
according to the city code, he would then be the city’s chief 
law enforcement official — couldn’t the investigation be 
reopened? 

Madison County State’s Attorney Bill Haine said in his 
written statement that ‘‘there was no prosecutable case to be 
filed.” Haine recently said that he stood: by his statement 
released in August 1991, but cautioned, ‘‘I would recommend 
looking at the wording very carefully. I was very careful 
when I put it together, and I wouldn’t take anyone else’s word 
for_what-I did and didn’t-say.”’ - . 

Why was Haine so careful? Why did he even go so far as to 
point out that he was careful? z 

Selph has said that he didn’t, but even if he did reveal 
confidential information about an undercover drug investiga- 
tion, ‘‘it-isn’t that bad.’’ But we have to agree with Alderman 
Craig Tarpoff, who said that if indeed it did happen, then it 
cour have jeopardized a police officer’s life; and yes, that is 

ad. 

Finally, the last question. Why did the newspaper bring the 
issue out more than a year and a half after the fact? 

If Ron Selph had not declared his candidacy for mayor, the 
issue would probably never have been resurrected. But when 
Selph decided to become a public figure, he became suscepti- 
ble to public scrutiny. Certainly, the law enforcement agen- 
cies outside of Granite City that were familiar with the 
investigation and bothered to contact us thought that the 
issue was worth another look. And we think that the voters, or 
at least the ones interested in electing the best candidate as 
mayor,—want to be as informed as possible about the 
candidates. = 

We-have tried to answer our questions as best we-can, Will 
anyone else come forward and answer the others? 

Regardless of the circumstances surrounding his retire- 
ment, we do not think Ron Selph is the best candidate for

Social Security Administration 


Q. I have just been hired by a local church to 
be their pastor. I am very confused about a few 
issues. concerning Social Security and how it 
affects members of the clergy. First, do I have 
to pay Social Security taxes? Second, am T-con- 
sidered self-employed or an employee of my 
church? 

A. Some ministers do not pay Social Security 
taxes. You can be exempt-from—paying— Social 
Security taxes on earnings from ministerial 
duties if you are conscientiously opposed to pub- 
lic insurance (government benefit programs) 
because of your individual religious beliefs, or 
because of the principles of your religion. Usual- 
ly if you want an exemption, you must ask: the 
IRS for one during the first two tax years that 
you are a minister. Ask the IRS for Form 4361. 

You are self-employed for Social Security pur- 
poses, but an employee for IRS purposes. There- 
fore, when you compute your Social Security and 
Medicare taxes, you must use the rules for self- 
employed people. And when you compute your 
income tax, you must use the rules for employ 
ees. (No wonder you're confused.) 

Like other self-employed people, you are 
responsible for paying your own Social Security 
and Medicare self-employment taxes with your 
federal income taxes. Your church should _not 
withhold Social Security or Medicare tax from 
your salary. In 1993, Social Security and Medi- 
care taxes are 15.3 percent of the first $57,600 of 
net earnings from self-employment. If your net 
oxceeds-$57,600,-you'll_cantinue to pay the Medi. 
eare portion of the tax (2.9 percent) on up to 
$135,000 of net earnings.

Net earnings from self-employment are your 
gross earnings, minus allowable business deduc- 
fions. A minister’s- gross earnings for Social 
Security purposes include salary, honoraria, for 
officiating at weddings and other services, travel 
and automobile allowances, plus the value of any 

arsonage.or parsonage allowances 
P Examples EP aitowable deductions for’ Social 
Security purposes: amounts spent on vestments 
and Stationery, travel expenses ineurred-in-the— 
course of your duties, and the depreciation of 
books and other-assets that have a useful life of 
more than one year ; 

Since you are an employee,for income tax pur- 
poses, your church must isste you a Form W2, 
Wage and Tax Statement. Box 10 of Form W2, 
“Wages, Tips and Other Compensation,"’ should 
show your salary. But boxes 12 and 14, Social 
Security and Medicare Wages, should be blank. 
Your church will show compensation that you 
received in addition to your salary in box 18 of 
your W2. z ” 

Here are_a couple of tips -about “your income 
tax from IRS Publication 517, ‘Information for 
Members of the Clergy” 

Some of your income is treatéd differently for 
income tax purposes than for Social Security pur- 
poses. 

For example, portions of your parsonage, hous: 
ing and utility allowances, and meals might not 
be subject to income tax, even though those 
items are subject to Social Security taxes. The 
IRS also handles business deductions differently. 

Remember, you are an employee for income 
tax purposes. So, when you compute your income 
taux, you may.deduct business expenses from 
your ‘income’ ONLY if you itemize deductions. 
Contact the IRS to fina out more.
